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Davis disqualified 


Schlemmer returns as ASI head

There is a new but familiar face at 
the helm of the Associated Students 
Inc. this year, due to a major decision 
by ASI’s Appellant Council in May. 

On May 28, after the spring se-

appealed the committee’s action to 
the Apellant Council. 

Davis then appealed the Appel- 
lant Council’s reversal to CSUS Presi- 
dent Donald Gerth and CSU Chan- 
cellor Barry Munitz. Both declined 
to overrule the council, saying there 
was noevidence that warranted Gerth 
and Munitz’s 
intervention.

candidate, Sandra Schlemmer, to be 
sworn in as president for the 1997-98 
academic year. 

“Tam pleased with the decision of 
the council,” said Schlemmer. “If the 
council had not disqualified Davis, 
we might as well have thrown out all 
the rules.” 

The Appellant Council’s action 
reversed the May 14 finding by the 
Election Complaint Committee. The 
committee found that while both can- 
didates had committed violations of 
the election code — three in the case 
of Davis and one in the case of 
Schlemmer — neither warranted 
more than a reprimand. 

“The reprimand was a mere slap 


Davis. “I feel 
that their decisions to disqualify me 
violate not only my rights, but those 
of the students who voted for me.” 

After the votes were counted in 
the April ASI elections, Davis had 
beaten Schlemmer by four votes. Both 
candidates filed complaints with the 
complaint committee after the elec- 
tion. Following two hearings, the 
committee found Davis guilty of vio- 
lating three sections of the election 
code: posting campaign materials 
before the beginning of the election 
filing period, using ASI office facili- 
ties for his campaign, and violating 
the publicity and posting policy. The

University says parking 
worst in last five years

The 7,000-plus student park- 
ing spaces at CSUS are filling up 
faster now than any time in the 
past five years, said Nancy Fox, 
manager of transportation and 
parking. But the crunch should 
ease. 

“People need to remember that 
this is based on the first three 


days of school,” Fox said. “We 
need to let things settle a bit, and 
see in two weeks.” 

At $63 each, nearly 12,000 stu- 
dent parking permits had already 
been sold by Aug. 30. By the end 
of September last year, CSUS had 
sold more than 15,000 permits for 
the 7,272 available spaces. 

Although it is projected that 
two permits will be sold for every 
student space by the end of Sep- 


tember, Fox said CSUS has de- 
cided not to restrict sales. Ac- 
cording to her, this is because not 
everyone is on campus at the same 
time during the day. 

“Students have very flexible 
schedules, and a lot of them tend 
to come and go,” she said. “It has 
worked well to date.” 

Buying a parking permit does

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Beware the library: hoodlums are on the loose 


Are you as safe as you think you are in this den of literary lowlifes? Heinous crimes of thievery and destruction are on the rise in haven of study

_ Perhaps it is the relative silence. 
Perhaps it is that image of a multitude 
of students studying. Or perhaps it is 
the authoritative staff that lulls library 
patrons into a sense of safety. Regard-

. The next time you open your 
medicine cabinet, take a close 
look at its: contents. Do the pills 
you've been: popping have ingre= 
dient lists that read:like those of 
your household cleaners? 

Tf the prospect of treating your 


less of where this secure feeling comes 
from, it is inaccurate. 

The University Library, with its se- 
cluded corners and racks of books to 
hide behind, is prime hunting ground 
for backpack thieves, book mutilators 
and flashers. Several incidents of inde- 
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cent exposure in the Library were re- 
ported last semester. 

The exact number.of crimes that 
have occurred in the Library is dif- 
ficult to determine. Under the Stu- 
dent-Right-to-Know Act of 1990, 
reporting book and backpack theft 


is not required. 

Butas far back as the 1980-81 school 
year, Library officials have been issuing 
press releases warning of theft and mu- 
tilation. 

In that year, nearly 4,000 CSUS stu- 
dents participated in a survey in which 
Library operators tried to develop some 
general statistics regarding “the twin 
problems of theft and mutilation.” 

Fred Batt, associate university librar- 
ian, has worked at six libraries in almost 
25 years. 

“Tt is not necessarily worse here than 
it is anywhere else, but it’s still pretty 
bad,” he said about mutilation in the 
library. 

Batt says he traces an increase of 
mutilated materials to when the copy 
machine rates were raised from 5 to 15 
cents. Now, some students just tear out 
pages rather than make photocopies. 

“People really don’t understand the 
level of general annoyance that comes, 
from mutilations,” he said. 

Afterreading through the library sug- 
gestion box, Batt found that the student 
body is either not aware of or not con- 
cerned with the mutilation of materials. 

“There really have not been very

many official complaints, unless you 
count the ones from the employees 
who have to deal with this problem on 
more of a daily basis,” he added. 
Music librarian Kay Muther points 
out the hidden costs that come with 
theft and mutilation, beyond the list 


- price of the books alone. 


“Students are not always aware 
that even donated books are notneces- 
sarily free books. There are employee 
hours to consider as well as the price 
of the binding process.” 


Students caught mutilating materi- 
als are forced to pay a hefty fine of at 
least $70 for replacement of each dam- 
aged book, regardless of list price. 

Batt is quick to differentiate be- 
tween the two types of mutilation, pur- 
poseful and accidental. 

Not all mutilation consists of stu- 
dents stealing sources. It is still called 
mutilation when a student spills coffee 
on the book and returns it to the shelf 
without telling anyone. 

Muther says that theft and mutila- 
tion are as much of a problem in the 
music section as they are in any other 
section of the Library. 

“Wecan’tevencarry books on popu- 
lar musicians like Duke Ellington or 
Bob Marley. Last year, there was a 
sample inventory and dozens of titles 
came up missing,” she said. 

Current song books and sheet music 
in particular are among those areas 
plagued by crime. Although contem- 
porary music is a rather hard-hit sec- 
tion. it is not the only section affected 
by crime. 

“Last year, two young women were 
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Down to earth remedies for body and soul 


ills with a cousin to Clorox poses 
a dilemma, Debra St. Claire’s 
book, “The Herbal Medicine 
Cabinet,” might have the solu- 
tion. 

In her book, St. Claire offers 
plant+derived remedies: for-such 
ills as muscle aches, ear aches 
and vaginal infections. She also 
discusses caring for the planet 


Earth. 

St. Claire begins by pleading 
with would-be herbalists to use 
moderation while harvesting in- 
gredients for her recipes. She 
stresses the need to respect na- 
ture; pointing:to Native: Ameri- 
can culturé as a guide: for herb- 
gathering etiquette. 

“As we approach the field of 


healing in a more natural way,” 
she says, “the art of taking care of 
that which provides for us, or 
stewardship, emerges.” 

The first step toward humans 
taking their places in the natural 
world, according to St: Claire, is 
for them to realize that they must 
accept the responsibilities of liv- 
ing init. Forexample, people must 


More than just a baker’s dozen

She exchanges her white hat 
for a baseball cap as she starts her 
break. Sometimes she has frost- 
ing on her collar or dough in her 
short blond hair. 

She sits at the same table in 
Crumbs every morning, munch- 
ing on alittle breakfast and watch- 
ing customers agonize over which 
muffin to try with their coffee — 
apple cranberry, banana straw- 
berry, raspberry cranberry, 
oatmeal blueberry, blueberry 
cream cheese or tres chocolate. 

Annie Ishii has been baking for 
CSUS for almost 10 years and has 
created dozens of gourmet muffins 
for Crumbs since its inception in 
1990. On her shelf in the bakery 
behind River Front Market are note- 
books full of recipes she’s collected, 
revised, adapted and invented over 
the years. 5 

This is no baker’s dozen. Ishii 
rotates more than 150 different 
kinds of muffins through Crumbs 
over the course of each semester, 
all of which she created by ex- 
perimenting with different com- 
binations of fruits, nuts, grains, 
chocolates and cream cheese. 

“Every time I see a combination, 
I make a recipe for it,” said Ishii. 
“And I think I’ve got them all.” 

One of Ishii’s most popular 
inventions was to fill some of 
her muffins with cream cheese. 
She got the idea, she says, from 
a loaf recipe, which she adapted 
for muffins. According to her, 
the most popular of all her muf- 
fins is the blueberry cream 
cheese, which is available every 
day of the semester at Crumbs. 

Another of Crumbs’ cus- 
tomer favorites is the tres 
chocolate, which is a combi- 
nation of white chocolate, choco- 
late chips and cocoa. 

Ishii starts her workday at 2 a.m. 


Waking up at the crack of dawn, Annie Ishii makes muffins. 


Because most of her muffins have 
fresh fruit in them, she mixes new 
batters every morning. She also 
prides herself on using fresh eggs 
and fresh butter as well as adapting

many recipes to lower the fat con- 
tents by substituting half the oil 
with applesauce. 


“A lot of people think that these 
recipes are mixes or that the muf- 
fins are from somewhere else,” said 
Ishii. “They’re not. 

“Once I had some lady who 

wanted to know the basic in- 

gredients from the mix. She 
got upset with me because she 

tried to insist it was from a 

mix,” said Ishii. 

Ishii’s: ingenuity and origi- 
nality paid off for Crumbs; just 
one year after it opened, the spe- 
cialty shop was awarded recog- 
nition by the National Associa- 
tion for Campus Food Services. 

Carol Higgins, Food Ser- 
vices manager, recalls the sum- 

mer Ishii spent adapting and cre- 
ating the recipes for the multi- 
tude of muffins. 
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“She tested recipes and we added 
or took out ingredients until we got 
what we wanted,” said Higgins. “We 
had many, many: taste tests.” 

Higgins acknowledges that 
Ishii’s hard work and dedication 
were instrumental in getting Crumbs 
off the ground. 

“She takes a lot of pride in her 
work,” said Higgins. 

Coming to campus at 2 a.m. ev- 
ery day does not make Ishii’s job 
any less appealing to her. Though 
she gets very little sleep and has to 
sneak naps in when she gets home 
from work, Ishii has the best incen- 
tive of all. 

“T like my job,” Ishii said with a 
simple shrug of her shoulders. “It’s 
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balance the needs of medicine 
with those of the earth. 

“When the imbalance known 
as human disease strikes, we 
spend billions of dollars and de- 
cades trying to find out what 
caused. it,” she. says. “It is, the

“Spawn: The Album” is not for 
weaklings orthose wholike theirmusic 
candy-coated.

This 
may be because book and backpack thefts 
do not have to be reported under the 
Student-Right-to-Know Act.

Nationally ranked University of 
Washington strolled into Sunday’s 
men’s soccer match with Sacramento 
State, and came out with a tougher 
than expected 2-0 win over the Hor- 
nets. 

The sixth-ranked Huskies, who 
field a big, experienced squad with 
nine seniors and eight juniors, found 
themselves in a struggle from the 
beginning of the game, as the Hor- 
nets employed a bend-but-don’t- 
break style of defense. 
Unfortunately for Sac 
State, its solid defen- 
sive play didn’t trans- 
late into any offensive 
production. 

Throughout the first 
half, the Huskies con- 
trolled the tempo and 
the pace, by continu- 
ally attacking with the 
ball deep in Sac State territory. Goalie 
Ryan Duncan kept Washington at 
bay for most of the first half, with 
some help from defender Jerrus Roxas 
and midfielder Don Finley. 

At the 30:31 mark in the first half, 
the Huskies finally broke the score- 
less tie when forward Rees Bettinger 
hit an unassisted chip shot over 


Duncan’s hands. For the Huskies, 
that would be all the scoring needed 
for the afternoon. 

The Hornets’ best scoring oppor- 
tunity came later in the first half when 
forward Jeremy Goldenetz shed his 
defender and made a move on the 
Washington goalkeeper, only to have 
his shot sail wide right. Sac State 
never came close again, as the Husky 
defense clamped down the rest of the 
match. 

The second half played out similar 
to the first half. Washington contin-

ued to deploy a vertical passing at- 
tack, placing the ball deep in Hornet 
territory so that the Husky forwards 
couldcenter the ball to streaking team- 
mates in front of the net. For Sac 
State, the offensive opportunities con- 
tinued to be nonexistent, as its play- 
ers struggled just to keep the swarm- 
ing Huskies from scoring. 


1 Hornets fall 2-0 to 6th-ranked Washington 


At the 59:48 mark, Washington 
tacked on an insurance goal when 
Jason Boyce took a cross from Joe 
Franchino and fired it into the back of 
the net. Sac State, which attempted 
only three shots on goal all afternoon, 
couldn’t respond, and the Huskies 
ended the game victorious. 

For Sac State coach Michael 
Linenberger, whose team has started 
off the year by losing 4-1 to San Jose 
State, and 1-0 in a tough overtime 
loss to College of Notre Dame, this 
defeat by Washington had its upsides. 

“Overall, I was 
pleased with our defen- 
sive effort today,” 
Linenberger said. “We 
worked hard for an en- 
tire game, whereas in 
the past couple of 
matches we’ve only 
worked hard part of the 
time. I was afraid that 
we would be alittle ten- 
tative against a top-ranked team, 
but I thought from the opening 
whistle that we tried to play with 
them, not backing off.”

Volleyball falls in noble effort against No. 3 Cardinal 


Rallies fall short against defending NCAA champs Stanford; weekend tourney at Iowa helps Hornets bounce back

In its first home women’s volley- 
“Ball match of the season, Sacramento 
-State played tough but could not over- 
come the raw power and height ad- 
vantage of the defending national 
champion Stanford Cardinal. 

In front of 845 raucous fans at the 
poorly air-conditioned Hornet Gym, 
the No. 3-ranked Cardinal swept 
CSUS 15-7, 15-10, 15-9. Cardinal 
All-Americans Kerri Walsh and 
Kristin Folkl combined for 27 kills. 
Outside hitter Carissa Buie led CSUS 
with 12 kills and all-conference set- 
ter Maureen Rafferty accumulated 
37 assists. 

Playing withouttwo potential start- 
ers because of injury (sophomore 
Korri Kuelper and freshman Alison 
Gahr), the overmatched Hornets hung 
tough, keeping the match reasonably 
close throughout. 

“Our goal with Stanford was to 
stand up to them toe-to-toe and not 
back down,” said 22nd-year head 
coach Debby Colberg. “We’ll score 
as many points as we can and see how 
it goes. I thought our players did a 


good job of that tonight. I was proud 
of the effort.” 

“We decided as a team to hang in 
there and drag out the game as long as 


we could,” said sophomore ‘Angela 
Lewis. “We have alot of hustle and a- 


lot of heart. That will keep us in all 
the games.” 

The Cardinal (3-1) have outstand- 
ing athletes, but the underlying factor 
in their success against the Hornets 
was the tremendous height advan- 
tage. Stanford compiled 54 total kills 
witha hitting percentage of .219 com- 
pared to the Hornet’s 45 and .124 
respectively. Of Stanford’s six start- 
ers, five stood at 6 feet or above. The 
Hornets only started one player at 
that height, 6-foot middle hitter 


Rebekah Capel. 


“They hit over the top of some of 
our smaller players,” said Colberg. 
“It’s harder to play defense when 
they have that type of height advan- 
tage. It’s an intimidating factor.” 

Coach Colberg conceded that 
scheduling Stanford so early in the 
season was a bit of a gamble consid- 
ering the prominence of the oppo- 
nent. 

“We wanted to bring Stanford into

Sacramento and risk (being blown 
out) so we could get some fans in the 
gym to see some good volleyball and 
motivate people to come back. I think 
it paid off for us,” said Colberg. 

Sac State traveled to Iowa City for 
the University of Iowa Invitational 
and won two of three matches. The 
only loss came to 5-0 Kentucky, 15- 
11, 15-5, 10-15 and 15-7. 

The Hornets beat Tennessee Tech 
and host Iowa in four games each. 
Lewis was named to the all-tourna- 
ment team after she compiled a 
weekend’s worth of double-doubles 
in kills and digs, and averaged 19 and 
17 respectively. Frontline teammate

Football fails in opener, 24-14, 
to Bobcats at Southwest Texas

For Sacramento State football, 
the seasons may change but the re- 
sults remain the same. 

On the road, before a sold-out 
crowd of over 14,000, the Hornets 
fell to Southwest Texas State 24-14 
on Thursday. 

The Hornets were held scoreless 
until 41 seconds remained in the 
third quarter, when quarterback A. 
J. Bernhardt connected with fresh- 
man running back/receiver Lamont 
Webb. Webb broke three tackles to 
score from 19 yards out and brought 
the score to 17-7. 

According to head coach John 
Volek, Webb, a walk-on transfer 
from San Diego State, has pushed 
Carlos Smith, Sheridan Mitchell and 
Tyrone Taylor for the fourth re- 
ceiver spot on the roster. 

“He’s an exciting young man, 


and he has earned a scholarship at 
Sac State,” Volek said. 

In his first game as a Hornet, 
Bernhardt, a junior transfer from 
Shasta College, completed 19 of 32 
passes for 198 yards with two touch- 
downs and two interceptions. 
Bernhardt’s first pick came on the 
first play of the game. 

“T think that was more my fault, 
trying to go for it all on the first 
play,” Volek said. “If you could 
take one play back, I would take 
that one back.” 

“We wanted to come out right 
away and let them know what our 
speed was like,” Volek said. 

The only other Sac State score 
came with just 1:10 left in the game, 
ona 27-yard pass from Bernhardt to 
running back Jason Solis. 

Besides Bernhardt, Solis was the 
only other major contributor to a 
virtually ineffective Sac State of- 
fense, which managed just 240 to- 


tal yards. Solis compiled 72 yards 
in total offense, while carrying the 
ball five times with an average of 
4.8 yards a carry. 

“We think that Solis, with the 
way he came in and what he’s done, 
is gonna get the opportunity to play 
a lot more ball,” Volek said. 

Despite a beefed-up offensive 
line which averages over 300 
pounds, it was the defense that kept 
the Hornets from getting blown out. 

“We shut down the Payton 
Award winner pretty well, and we 
did it with not playing very good 
defense,” Volek said. “I think we 
can play a lot better defense. We 
will play better defense.” 

The Hornet defense held the Bob- 
cat main offensive weapon, run- 
ning back Claude Mathis, to just 40 
yards on 19 attempts in the first 
half. Mathis was last season’s

Princess Di everywhere! I, for one, am 
of the mind that it’s time to move 
Princess Diana off the front pages. We 
have heard all we need to hear about 
Diana’s life and death. 

_ [realize that a preventable accident 
killed her, an accident full of fatal coin- 
cidences. The paparazzi on their mo- 
torcycles, a drunken limo driver called 
in on his day off and the ill-fated decoy 
plan that put the sober driver in the 
wrong Car. 

The finger-pointing going onis typi- 
cal of any tragic situation; the involved 
parties try to dodge responsibility in 
the most convincing way. Yet, the two 
things that really killed Princess 
Diana have escaped attention. Money 
and fame killed her. Twin evils (some 
might say), but things we’ve all 
craved. Who among us hasn’t enter- 
tained fantasies revolving around one, 
or both, of those conditions? 

The paparazzi were merely agents. 
After all, why do they take their pic- 
tures? They specialize in this genre of 
photography because it makes money. 
They sell their pictures to the photo 
agencies who turn around and sell them 
to the highest bidders. Those who buy 
the pictures do it to boost their sales, so 
they can make money. 

It’s nothing personal. It’s all about 


money. Nothing more. 

Can you imagine the life of a 
paparazzo? Hanging around parking 
lots all the time, waiting forthe target to 
emerge. Rain or shine, a paparazzo has 
to lurk regardless of the temperature. 
Then there’s the competition — those 
other sly shooters trying to muscle in 
on the territory. 

Talk about having no social life. 
They’re on call 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, and work all the holidays.

Princess Diana’s funeral was cov- 
ered — without commercial inter- 
ruption — by at least eight networks 
last Saturday.

Fame, even after death, is a powerful 
lure and one that we seem to be 
unable to resist. 

As the hysteria surrounding Di’s 
death winds down, I’m glad that I’m 
a little person — one who doesn’t 
have to worry about what money and 
fame could do to me.

| School has been back in session 

a week now, and some of you re- 
turning to CSUS may have noticed 
major changes in the appearance of 
our campus. 

What many of you may not have 
expected was a lack of change in the 
leadership of Associated Students Inc. 
In an interesting turn of events, last 
year’s president, Sandra Schlemmer, 
will be returning as ASI president for 
the 1997-98 academic year. (The last 
ASI president to serve two consecu- 
tive terms was Joel Gibson, who 
served from 1979-81.) 

Schlemmer’s methods have 
raised questions in the campus com- 
munity about the way our ASI gov- 
ernment operates and whether it 
truly believes, as the buttons pro- 
claim, in “Students First.” 

The results of the ASI elections 
last April, and the subsequent com- 
plaints and appeals, raise several ques- 
tions about the structure of the elec- 
tion code as evidenced by the Appel- 
lant Council’s disqualification of 
Davis. This action violated the spirit 
of its guidelines to limit its delibera- 
tions to only the election committee’ s 
finding. The election code clearly

ASI Elections bring little change

beyond its intended mandate when it 
re-opened the complaints Schlemmer 
had filed against Davis. 

Open government is and should 
be one of the cornerstones of the 
American system, from the halls 
of Congress to the smallest town 
hall meeting. 

The timeline of the whole affair 
casts a shadow on the integrity of the 
elections complaint ‘process. The 
Election Complaint Committee’ s re- 
port was not released until May 14, 
nearly one month after the election. 
The council’s disqualification of 
Davis was not issued until May 28, 
after the semester had ended. It ap- 
pears that the public was not to be 
involved or informed. 

While the Appellant Council’s 
ruling may have given Schlemmer 
the president’s office for another 
term, that term doesn’t look like 
it will be a quiet one. Since she 
was sworn in on June 3, sources 
within ASI say she has removed 
at least one board member who 
did not support her appeal from a 
campus committee position. 

One more thorn in Schlemmer’s 
side is a possible recall election. Sev- 
eral sources have said that as soon as 
the language on the recall petition is 






checked to ensure it meets the legal 


requirements, the petition will be 
circulated, asking for the recall 
of Schlemmer and possibly Sh- 
annon Hughes, the executive 
vice president. 

If anything is to be learned from 
the election fiasco last spring, it is 
that students at CSUS need to be 
more'involved in ASI. As students 
on this campus, we are all mem- 
bers of ASI. Remember, we are 
paying our student government $79 
asemester, and increases are sched- 
uled over the next three years. With 
ASI spending about $3 million a 
year, we should take advantage of 
the student initiative process to 
clear up several vague sections, 
such as the appeals process. 

While continuity in government 
does have some advantages, per- 
haps a single-term limit is in order. 
To make sure the students have 
opportunity to participate in the 
complaint and appeal process, the 
elections should be scheduled for 
two weeks earlier in the year. 

One thing is certain, CSUS stu- 
dents don’t need to go downtown 
to see the sort of political maneu- 
vering that would make any pro- 
fessional politician proud.

the fountain. 

“When it was first finished in 
1974, the quad was anticipated to 
be a gathering area for students,” 
said Howard Harris, head of Facili- 
ties Management, “but it just wasn’t 
a friendly atmosphere, and there 
were a number of maintenance prob- 
lems.” 

The brand new quad is now sur- 
rounded by bright teal benches and 
shaded by fir trellises and wisteria. 
The new Chinese elms that dot the 
center of the quad may not give 
much shade now, but they will soon 
outgrow the valley oaks they re- 
placed. 

“In three or four years I think 
everyone will start to notice a sig- 
nificant difference,” said Harris. “In 
eight to 10 years we’ll have full 
canopies which will be very attrac- 
tive and give a lot of shade.” 

Workers also replaced the tile in 
the fountain and repaired its leaks, 
something many students have 
waited a long time for. 


“Look at the fountain,” said 
Kevin Boll, a senior majoring in 
environmental studies. “It actually 
works!” 

Bolland his fellow Kappa Sigma 
brothers, Steve Horvath and Dan 
McCrary, took advantage of a shady 
bench in the quad last week during 
a break in their schedules. 

“Tt adds a nice architectural lay- 
out to the campus,” said Horvath, a 
sophomore majoring in criminal 
justice. “It adds color to the school, 
too.” 

Paid for with non-state funds, 
the Library quad project cost about 
$250,000, which came from a vari- 
ety of funds. According to Mernoy 
Harrison, head of Business Affairs, 
the bulk of it came from University 
Transportation and Parking Ser- 
vices. 

Just west of the Library quad is 
another addition to campus, the Out- 
door Theatre. Before, a dinky stage 
served as the back facade of the 
Outpost snack bar. Now, a gleam- 
ing white performance area proudly 
juts out onto the lawn. 

“The Outdoor Theatre is a very 
attractive place and it has been un- 
der-utilized in the past,” said Harris 
of Facilities Management. “I think

it is very usable now.” 

The theater’s facelift comes in 
time for the university’s 50th anni- 
versary kick-off celebration on Sept. 
24, when a short but spectacular 
program will take place on the stage 
following the huge parade on cam- 
pus. 

KXPR and KXJZ, the campus- 
sponsored public radio stations, are 
also planning to use the renovated 
theater for events, according to Har- 
ris. Furthermore, since the Univer- 
sity Union expansion consumed the 
South Lawn about a year ago, open 
air events may now have a home in 
the Outdoor Theatre. 

The University Union expansion 
has been coming along at a steady 
pace and is about 60 percent com- 
plete, said Harris. The projected 
completion is June 1998. 

According to Don Hinde, the di- 
rector of the Union, many new of- 
ferings are in store, such as: 

¢ A food court which will offer a 
smorgasbord of eateries, all de- 
signed to please the palette of any 
diner. 

* A sports lounge where students 
can go to hang out, geta beer and be 
noisy. 

° A small auditorium that will 


feature such activities as movies, 
comedians, panel discussions and 
musical performances. 

¢ A huge auditorium that will 
host bigger events like concerts, 
lectures, award ceremonies and ban- 
quets. (With the capability of seat- 
ing more than 1,600, this multi- 
purpose room will equal about five 
Redwood Rooms.) 

* Retail shops, offices for the 
State Hornet and the APEX, a con- 
venience store, a copy center, a 
beauty salon, a mailing center, a 
key shop and a dry cleaner. 

On the other end of campus, be- 
tween Mendocino Hall and the Sci- 
ence Building, a new greenhouse 
cropped up over the summer, pro- 
viding a dry environment for vari- 
ous types of cactus. 

Other improvements to the 
campus over the summer include 
the painting of the interior and 
exterior of the Math/History 
Building for the first time since it 
was built in 1958. Over 200 clocks 
were replaced in classrooms 
throughout the campus, and a 
chiller, boiler and cooling tower 
at the central plant was replaced, 
providing air conditioning and 
cooling for most of the buildings 
on campus.

Buying a parking permit does 
not guarantee a student a place to 
park. This warning can be found 
on the back of the parking permit. 

“It’s first.come, first serve,” 
said Fox. 

One student, Voltaire Vitl, a 
junior majoring in physical edu- 
cation, said that getting to school 
early helps. 

“My class starts at 7:30, and I 
get here about 7 a.m. It’s no prob- 
lem for me,” he said. 

Last year, according to Fox, 
only 50 spaces were.used in the. 
overflow parking lots. On the first 


day of school last week, there were 
650 spaces filled. 

Fox’s advice to students is to 
come to campus early. 

A student who arrives after 10 
a.m. — right before peak parking 
time — should try to find a space in 
one of the outlying lots and then walk 
in to his or her class, Fox said. 

According to her, CSUS has 
not had to turn anyone away in 
the past five years because uni- 
versity parking is full. 

University officials had hoped 
to alleviate the parking problem 
with the construction five years 
ago of the parking garage on the 
southwest side of campus.

There are several proposed so- 
lutions to the current parking 
problem. 

With CSUS ID cards, students 
can use Regional Transit for free 
anytime, anywhere. Faculty mem- 
bers and staff can purchase se- 
mester passes for $20. 

People can also bicycle to CSUS by 
way of the American River Bike Trail. 
University officials have staffed the cam- 
pus bicycle compounds to better ensure 
the safety of the bicycles.

committee reprimanded Davis for 
the violations. 

Schlemmer was reprimanded by 
the committee for using adhesive- 
backed campaign materials in vio- 
lation of the publicity and posting 
policy. 

Both Davis and Schlemmer had 
asked for the other to be disquali- 
fied from holding ASI office as a 
punishment for the violations. 
However the committee declined 
to disqualify, saying that the elec- 
tion code standards require very 
serious misconduct. 

Due to the slow complaint pro- 
cess, results were not released un- 
til after CSUS students had left for

the summer. An informal poll con- 
ducted by the State Hornet of 25 
returning students who voted last 
spring, found that none was aware 
of the council’s action and the 
change in leadership. More than 
six weeks elapsed between the elec- 
tions and the issuing of the 
council’s decision. 

“Originally, I wasn’t going to ap- 
peal the decision, but when my friends 
urged me to fight for the principle 
involved, I decided to go ahead,” said 
Schlemmer. 

The Appelant Council held a 
hearing to receive new evidence 
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from Schlemmer, despite the rec- 
ommendation of the election code 
that the council only decide 
whether the Election Complaint 
Committee’s decision is appro- 
priate. 

The election code also recom- 
mends that the council “not con- 
duct a hearing to hear new evi- 
dence unless the appellant can 
show that he or she has important 
new evidence not available at the 
time the Election Complaint Com- 
mittee conducted its hearing on 
the original complaint.” 

During the hearing, the council 
accepted as new evidence an Ap- 
plication for Candidacy and Re- 
ceipt signed by Davis on April 4. 
The document, which each candi- 
date signs, was given to the office 
of the vice president of student 
affairs when Davis filed as a can- 
didate for president. It says the 
candidate acknowledges receiy- 
ing and understanding the elec- 
tion code and says that he or she 
will adhere to the code and CSUS 
policies. 

“This evidence was clearly avail- 
able to the complaint committee and 
shouldn’t have been accepted by the 
Appellant Council,” said Davis. 

Schlemmer’s return to the presi- 
dency has ‘angered some students. 
According to both Schlemmer and 
Davis, a move to have Schlemmer 
recalled has begun. Some students 
submitted a petition to the student 
affairs office, but the office returned it 
for clarification in order to meet legal 
requirements. Ifapproved, the petition 
will need the signatures of 5 percent, 
about 1,000 students, to force a recall 
election. 

Schlemmer said the possible recall 
didn’t bother her, but she wasn’t sure 
where the money would come from to 
pay for the new elections. 

“We have set aside $25,000 for the 
Women’s Resource Center,” said 
Schlemmer. “If we have to spend 
$13,000 or $14,000 for a recall and 


then the same. amount for an election, - 
that's probably wherethemeney would .
